Bob Crosby was born in North

enrolled that year at Hastings 
State Teachers College, which he 
attended until 1929. 
He then enrolled at the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota where he 
received his B. A. degree in 1931. 
He was married in 1934, the year 
before he obtained his law degree 
from 
Harvard Law School. Hcj 
practiced law in Omaha for two! 
years and in 1937 joined with his;

At the age of 30, he w'as elected 
a 
member 
of 
the 
Legislature,, 
serving in the 1941 session and 
on re-election was elected speaker i 
in 1943, the youngest man everi 
to have that honor. 
The following year he waived, 
his exemption as a state official 
and enlisted in the U. S. Navy 
where he served until 1946. Betty 
kept the home fires burning and 
cared 
for Bob Jr., and 
Susan 
while he was in the armed forces. 
The “ political bug” had been 
biting while he w’as in .service 
and on his return he immediately 
jum ped into the race for lieuten­ 
ant governor. After his election 
he recommended to the Legisla­ 
ture that the job be abolished. He 
refused to again be a candidate 
for the post. 
He returned to his law' practice, 
but found time to help others 
seeking political office and de­ 
voted considerable time to civic 
affairs and to the Presbyterian 
Church of which he is a member. 
Politics having more of an at­ 
traction than law', he early en­ 
tered the gubernatorial race and 
won the nomination after a spir­ 
ited race in the primary. 
He campaigned on a program 
and platform which through study 
and research he believes will cure 
many of the ills of state adm inis­ 
tration he found as a lawmaker. 
The voters have now given him 
opportunity to put these ideas 
into effect.
